(2) Better provision should be made for the * i of privies, and all 
well-privies and uncovered privies should be closed. People who are not 
served by mehters should be required to trench night-soil and other filth every 
day near their houses. There are many privies in the town which cannot be 
served by mehters, because there are no passages to them. It is the duty of the 
Municipality to find the necessary pe es. 

(3) The banks of the Jallar khal — not be allowed to be used as a 
depository for the filth of the privies. Two roads should be constructed alon 
the two banks, the cost being met by following the principle which was adop 
in constructing the Harrison Road in Calcutta. 

(4) All trenches, holes, &c., which are used as depositories of filth 
should be filled up, and all tanks which are used for the same purpose should 
be thoroughly cleaned and re-excavated. The tank to the west of Rajar Deuri, 
and the tank called the Raja’s tank, east of Tanti Bazar, for instance, ought to 
be attended to at once. Trenches and holes which need immediate filling up 
should be filled up with earth obtained from those quarters of the town where 
tanks for water-supply are needed.

He shirks 
much responsible work on the plea of ill-health, and there is his attempt to 
strike a fatal blow at the Calcutta Municipality! 


31. The Darussaltanat and Urdu Guide of the 15th April says that the 
danger which may attend an outbreak of the 
plague is not likely to be so fearful as is the policy 
which the Government has adopted with the view 
of aera its outbreak. It is true that the Government has power to 
enforce any measure which may be necessary for better sanitation, but is it 
proper that in the exercise of that power it should interfere with the customs 
and manners of the people? The Plague Notification in Bombay has led toa 
disturbance of the public peace, and it is said that it may produce a result 
which will be more dreadful than the Sepoy Mutiny.

It is with no other view, again, that a large number of English 
candidates present themselves, year after year, for the Indian Civil Service 
examination. Two hundred years ago the condition of the country was totally 
different: 4 maunds of rice could then be had fora rupee. With the altered 
circumstances of the country many changes have been introduced; but this 
practice of maintaining English clergymen is, it would seem, one which is 
unchangable. Indians must be very unforunate that the Secretary of State 
did not feel ashamed to defend the practice by so frivolous an argument.

in the Punjab, the North-Western Provinces, 
Central India, and Bombay. In the Punjab people are afraid of calling in a 
doctor. The Pioneer says that there is a prevailing disquiet and unrest 
in the country. When the plague notifications were issued, the writer 
feared that they might oreate a panic. His suspicion has proved well-founded, 
Suicide and murder are taking place as a consequence of this panic, and the 
sick are dying without medical treatment. The Hindus alone can know the 
Hindu, the Indian alone can know the Indian. The Government was 
warned aguinst these consequences of its policy, but in vain. ‘The incidents 
under notice, however, are like the sparks which precede a wide conflagration. 
They are only manifestations of the discontent and unrest, which are likely to

The Estates Partition Bill. 


Our religiousness, our piety, our reverance for the gods are gone, We 
no longer entertain any salutary fear for social restraint, and we do not care for 
the laws which society makes. If we can once manage to exercise our control 
over the management of rich religious endowments, do you think we shall not 
fill our pockets and feather our nests? In this country officials make savings 
out of their travelling allowances, and barristers and pleaders lay by something 
out of the personal expenses which they extort from their clients. In this 
country there is no occupation, however trivial, which a clever and 
unscrupulous man cannot turn to his own pecuniary advantages. In such a 
country, therefore, in a country utterly devoid of piety, sentiment and con- 
seientious fear, there is nothing which an educated but unscrupulous man 
cannot do. If the mahanis sin against both gods and men, they aloné will 
suffer the consequences. Let them do what they please, but let not a number 
of laymen play at the dangerous game of managing religious endowments, 


The educated Hindus of these days do not observe most of our religious 
ceremonies and 288 There are performed in the temples many obligatory 
ceremonies which may appear in their eye useless and superfluous, If the 
are once entrusted with the management of religious endowments, they will be 
sure to do away with such ceremonies, and the mahants will, in order to kee 
them in humour, liberally contribute to the Famine Fund, the District Bond 
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Fund, the Lady Dofferin Fund, or the Congress Fund. Religious endowments 
wil] thus be diverted from their legitimate purposes. 


The Hindu pilgrim need not inquire into the moral character of the 
makant. If the mahant sins, God will punish him. It is God, and God alone, 
who can keep him in check. If the malant be a bad and oppressive man, what 
can 1 do? They always endeavour, and will always endeavour, to please 
the nts, as they believe that if they incur their displeasure, they will only 
do themselves harm. The mahant’s blessings are therefore earnestly sought for, 
and in these commercial days must have to be paid for as well. If the pri 
and ma bants demand a high price for their blessings, what can the law do? It 
is necessity which often compels a litigant to pay an enormously high fee to a 
renowned barrister. It is leo necessity which often makes a Hindu pilgrim 
pay a high price for the blessings of the priest or mahani. No law can remove 
such grievances. 


None, but a Hindu sovereign has the power to make laws for the guidanes 
of Hindu society, or for the regulation of the Hindu religion. The English 
Government is, no doubt, a powerful and benevolent Government, but it is a 
Christian Government, and it cannot therefore interfere in the management of 


religious endowments without violating the guiding principles of British 
administration.

The Religious Endowments Bill. a Reema oe Bill of Mr. Ananda Charlu, which has 
been introduced at the instance of Babu Surendranath Banerji. It is intoler- 
able that the incomes of religious endowments should be placed at the disposal 
of those outcasts who have no religion whatever. Mr. Charlu, however, for 
fear of being driven out of the Council, did not include in his Bill Christian 
religious endowments. He will meet with no little opposition from the Muhame 
sen a community too. In fact, Act XX of 1863 was passed with the 
unanimous consent of the public, and it is still satisfactorily regulating the 
administration of religious endowments. The present movement, it is clear! 
seen, has been set on foot by those who cannot bear to see immense wealth 
enjoyed by people who are not outcasts like themselves. 


V.—PROSPECTS OF THE CROPS AND CONDITION OF THE PEOPLE. 


89. Correspondents of the Charu Mihir of the 12th April report the pre- 

: valence of severe distress in several villa: es in the 
Mymensingh ‘Tangail subdivision of the Mymensingh district. 
The prices of paddy and rice have slightly fallen, 
but the people have no money to purchase them. In the churs of the Jamuna 
river, the distress has become very acute, and large numbers of people will die 
of starvation if loans of money are not soon granted without interest, or at a 
small rate of interest. One rupee a month to each member of a family till the 
month of Asar, will enable the people to keep body and soul together. The 
District Magistrate should request the zamindars to grant loans to their distressed 
raiyats. In Pathalia people are getting a poor meal of rice at an interval of a day 
or two, and are living mostly on pulses and vegetables. The people of Luhuria 
and Kurua also are suffering greatly, and there is severe water-scarcity in 
Luhuria, Maijbari and Khupi. Some people in Chatipara are living solely on 
boiled potatoes and pulses, and a good many people there have been reduced 
to skeletons. There is also great water-scarcity in this village. In Silimpur 
and Khilda many widows are in great distress. The Naradai correspondent 
has sent the editor a list of the persons in that village who are suffering, and 
as the correspondent is an educated man, the editor sees no reason to disbelieve 
him. In Salikha one Naba Shaik is said to have died of starvation, and Maji 
Shaik, Meru Shaik, Chand Shaik, and Lal Mahmud Shaik of the same vi are 
in a most pitiable condition. There is also very great scarcity of both food and 
water in the village Hilchia. Cases of cholera are from time to time occurring 
in the village. But the chaukidari tax has, nevertheless, been increased.

Dakshin Sripur, Khulna district—The General Secretary to the Bengal 
Government, accompanied by the District Magistrate, visited this place on the 
8th April last, and was no doubt grieved to see the emaciated forms of the 
famine-stricken people. A present of provisions was made to the Secreta 
by the zamindari cutcherry at Kaliganj, of which the Secretary accepted only a 
few trifles, ordering the rest to be distributed among the poor, who, however, 
did not receive the things. 

The District Magistrate has ordered that respectable people unaccustomed 
to hard manual labour are to obtain relief by spinning two and a half seers of 
jute. But he should consider whether it is possible for such people to spin jute 
for six months or so ut a stretch. 

Kumri Alamdanga.—Cultivation at a stand still for want of rain and the 
prospect most gloomy. No loans to be had from mahajans. Many people 
cannot procure meals even at intervals of two or three days. A sight of the 
emaciated forms of the starving people wiil melt even the hardest heart. No 
work to be had. Theft and dacoity rife. The sum of 80 rupees, which was 
placed at the disposal of the local relief sub-committee, was spent in five or six 

days. If relief works are not promptly opened the distress will prove very 
severe.
